Officials Decline Comment^ 
North Vietnamese Sailors May be 
Traded for Pilots, Observers Say 


WASHINGTON «AP> - 
U.S. 


officials have declined comment 
on unofficial speculation that IS 
recently captured North Viet- 
namese sailors may figure in 
any prisoner exchange involving 
captive American pilots. 


The V.S. command in Saigon 


disclosed July 2 that the I'mted 
States had captured the sailors 
from torpedo boats invohed in a 
Guif of Tonkin na\ai engage- 
ment.
